CITIZENS CAN PAY 
TAXES ON TUESDAY 


Citizens of Atlanta who have 
paid or who pay all state, county 
and city taxes required of them 
through 1931 may register and 
vote in the recall election up to 
and including 5 o'clock on the day 
of the recall election, Tuesday, 
March 15, City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, said Tuesday. 

Polls will remain open until 7 
o'clock on the night of the elec- 
tion, giving persons ample time to 
east their ballots even though they 
may not have an opportunity to 
register before late in the after- 
noon. If taxes have not yet been 
paid, they, too, can be paid on the 
day of the election, thereby quali- 
fying those who wish to express 
themselves in the balloting. 

A citizens’ committee, headed 
by V. P. Warren, prominent At- 
lanta busines*mau, Tuesday issued 
a call to Atlantans to register and 
yote. About 20,000 already are 
registered and those who registered 
since October 15, last year, and 
who have paid their 1931 taxes 
already are qualified.

The result assured Roosevelt of 
eight pledged votes in the national 
convention, These included eight del- 
egates-at-large, each with a half vote, 
and two delegates from each congres- 
sional district, each with a full vote. 

The outstanding returns included a 
few wards in several cities, where the 
Smith strength was the strongest 
but the heavier vote cast for the 
Roosevelt slate in the towns, of which 
a number remained to be heard from, 
was expected to balance these.

Japs Lose 565 Men 


In Invasion of China 
TOKYO, March 8.—(/)—Figures 
released by the war office today 
said that the price of the Japanese 


army's campaigns in Manchuria and 
Shanghai between September 18, 
1931, and February 29, 19532, in- 
clusive, was 565 dead and 2,204 
wounded. 

These figures did not include the 
several hundred casualties of the 
navy at Shanghai nor the dead and 
wounded in the army’s last three 
days of heavy fighting in the Shang- 
hai region. 

The Manchurian campaign cost 
25 officers and 352 men dead, and 
DO officers and 767 men wounded, 
with total casualties at 1,194. 

Casualties at Shanghai included 
14 officers and 174 men dead, and 
52 offices and 1,335 men wounded, 
a total of 1,575 casualties.

The president accepted from Capi- | 


tol Hill a statement that $125,000.- 
000 more must be sliced from a budget 
already reduced by approximately 
$477,000,000. Addressing newspaper- 
men gathered at the White House he 
reported members of his cabinet now 
were preparing “drastic recommenda- 
tions” to this end. 

Chairman Burns, of the special 
economy committee, tonight charged 
that the president. so far had ignored 
the committee and demanded that he 
make his recommendations to it. 

‘The whole of the administrative 
officials,” he said, “are co-operating 


with the special economy committee 
appointed by the house of representa- 
tives in the drive to bring about fur- 
ther drastic economies in federal ex- 
penditure.” 

The president referred to a special 
money-saving committee appointed by 
Speaker Garner just before Mr. Hoo- 
ver submitted a message to congress 
recommending reorganization of the 
government. The committee is to re- 
port upon this and other subjects by 
April 15. Co-operation was pledged 
also to the house ways and means and 
appropriations committees. 

Mr. Hoover spoke today with a 
carefully prepared statement before 
him. He reiterated his belief that 
“nothing is more important” than bal- 


/ancing the budget with the least pos- 


sible increase in taxes, and added a 
hope that the government would be 
in @ position after July 1 to pay its 
way without further security issues.

SHANGHAI, March 9.—(Wednes- 
day.)—(#)—Wildly circulating rumors 
that the Japanese planned to occupy 
Nantao afid other large areas on the 
southern side of Shanghai, along with 
reports of a new fight brewing along 
the battlefront, stirred the Chinese 
populace into panic today. 

Nanking dispatches said the people 
there also were nervous and a great 
exodus of the inhabitants was under 
way, owing to rumors that Japanese 
soldiers were marching on Nanking. 

(The Japanese thus far have con- 
fined their occupation of Shanghai 
largely to the Chapei native section 
north of the International Settlement 
and the Honzgkew area within the 
settlement.) 

Neutral mediators. inactive for sev- 
eral days, again took up the task of 
negotiating an agreement to end the 
hostilities, but the situation was still 
disturbing. 

Service was resumed over the 
Shanghai-Hangchow railway. which 
was cut 35 miles southwest of Shang- 
hai yesterday, the track having been 
repaired. The Chinese staff, which 
had abruptly departed, returned to the 
station here. But it was ready to de- 
part again at a moment's notice. 

The Chinese Lunghwa arsenal close 
by was being dismantled. The ma- 
chinery was sent to Hangchow. 


Gendarmes guarded the roads 
throughout the area south of the city, 
while traffic on many highways was 
interrupted as a result of bridges hav- 
ing been torn up as a precaution 
against the feared Japanese advance. 


Japanese fliers continued to recon- 
noiter the area, gendarmes and the 
populace alike diving into numerous 
dugouts which dot the countryside 
when the planes approached. 


Chinese municipal officials endear- 
ored to regain control of the Chapei, 
Kiangwan and other’ recent.. battle 
areas. 


Mayor Wu Teh-chen sent a letter to 
Kuramatsu Murai, Japanese consul 
general, in which he said orders had 
been given to Chinese authorities con- 
cerned with public safety and sanita- 
tion to take over the administration 
of the “war areas.”

Bonds for the replacemert of Ful- 
ton county's fire-trap schools and re- 
pair and enlargement of the more 
modern institutions will be voted on 


today by 15,570 persons on the regis- | 


tration list of the county, cutside of 
the city of Atlanta. 

An appeal én behalf of the $700,- 
000 bond issue was made Tuesday by 
Cam D. Dorsey, president of the coun- 
ty board of education, who pointed 
out that one-third of the county build- 
ings are antiquated wooden structures 
with inadequate heating plants and 


unsanitary plumbing facilities. 


Mr. Dorsey said: 

“About two-thirds of the county 
schools are reasonably modern and 
satisfactory buildings. One-third are 
antiquated wooden structures with in- 
adequate heating plants, unsanitary 
lumbing facilities and generally in 
ad repair and dilapidated condition. 
Some of these old buildings are fire- 
traps and storm hazards, and have 
been condemned by grand juries of 
Fulton county as unsanitary, unfit for

“Suppose, for 
instance,” said Miss Kaufman,” we 
find a tubercular situation with which 
of course we in the Family Welfare 
Association cannot cope; if the Anti- 
Tuberculosis Associatidbn cannot take 
that particular person, Battle Hill 
and Alto being full up, there he stays 
in the family endangering the lives 
of all who come in contact with him, 
spreading the dread discase, when, if 
adequate facilities maintained, he 
might be cured and others saved from 
infection. And so it goes with other 
agencies. If you, here in the Child 
Welfare Association, tell our work- 
ers that you can’t take the child we 
find in family association that must 
be broken up if the child is to be 
saved for society, as Mrs. Albright 
so fittingly maintains, he stays to 
become a care for society instead of 
the asset he might be if properly spon- 


sored.”

The game of baseball has not been 
included on the list of Olympic sports 
and demonstrations. At least, not yet. 
And the’ dyed-in-the-wool enthusiasts, 
executives and fans are mobilizing in- 
dignation to change this situation. 
Once upon a time baseball was called 
our national game, and it is quite be- 
side the point whether it stili deserves 
that title. Probably it still is the 
national group game, for football is 
a more seasonal and, being limited 
to schools and é¢olleges, has narrower 
lines than the diamond sport. This is 
‘immaterial because the two sports 
which have been included for demon- 
strations are foothall and lacrosse. 

Football we know. Certainly 
it is the national hysteria, if not 


is an aboriginal North 
American game and as such deserves 
inclusion as a national phenomenon. 
But not at the expense of baseball. 
Lacrosse is gaining in popularity but 
it will be decades before it even ap- 
proaches baseball in mass appeal. 

One of the chief obstacles to 
placing baseball on the Olympic 
program is that all such sports 
must be strictly Amateur. It is 
felt that in the sense that baseball 
is our national game, it is 
fessional baseball that is meant. 
That is quite true. Even the base- 
ball rooters must admit that ama- 
teur baseball is far from our pet 
fever. 

Baseball must be played well to be 
worth the watching. 

But if a campaigns is being 
waged to collect the ablest football .
